Thirty-two of Condemned Were

YEKATERINOSLAYV (Russia) Jan. 
1—The military court today pro- 
nounced forty-one death sentences, 
nine for recent crimes. Thirty-two of 
the condemned men were strikers in 
the railroad troubles of October, 1905. 
In addition to the death sentences, 
twelve strikers were condemned to 
penal servitude for life, forty-eight to 
lesser terms of exile, and thirty-nine 
were acquitted, 

These sentences grew out of the 
event of 1905, when strikers attempt- 
ed to tie up the whole railway system, 
telegraph lines, and gas and electric- 
light plants. The demonstrations at 
Yekaterinosiay were particularly des- 
perate, many persons being killed.

FOOD FOR THE PEOPLE. 


The colossal emigrant steamships 
that for years past have been engaged 
in transporting the surplus population 
of Calabria and Sicily to the four cor- 
ners of the world, but especially to the 
United States, were today employed in 
removing survivors and refugees to 
places of safety. — 

The system of gathering the sur- 
vivors on board the huge emigrant 
steamers will solve one of the most 
important problems that confronts the 
authorities—namely, that of feeding 
the people. If it is found impossible 
to set the refugees on shore, and the 
land accommodations are rapidly fill- 
ing up with the injured, they can be 
fed on board ship, for each vessel is 
provided with thirty days’ rations for 
a full passenger list, and this leeway 
will give time for decision as to where 
the unfortunates had best be landed. 

This advantage of feeding, however, 
applies only to the survivors of Reg- 
gio and Messina. There are stil] scores 
of smalier inland towns and villages 
where it is impossible to send relief. 


DESPERATE CONDITIONS. 


The conditions in these sections are 
desperate. The survivors have 
no shelter whatever, and no food, the 
istent rains make it impossible to 
indie fires, and the majority have 
but tattered rags for clothing.

ITALIANS MOURN. 


There is mourning throughout Italy, 
from the Capitoline tower to the pin- 
nacies of the Milan Cathedral; from 
the shrine on Monreal to the Cathedral 
of St. Marie at Venice the tri-color Is 
at half-mast, an expression of the uni- 
versal sorrow. The nationa] grief is 
manifested also by mnumberless re- 
ligious processions, and the collecting 
of money, clothes and medica] supplies 
for the relief of the stricken. 

Naples, owing to the arrival of sev- 
eral thousand wounded, has had great- 
er opportunity than her sister cities to 
demonstrate her generosity, and the 
people have responded with true south- 
ern feeling.

CHILDREN DYING AND . 
MADNESS INCREASING. 


ATAMIA, Jan. 1.—Refugees from 

Reggio and Messina continue to 

pour into Catania, and the city I's 
one vast hospital. 

Thousands of half-nude individuals 
of both sexes have gathered on either 
side of the ruins of Messina, seeking 
food, or trying to get away by sea. 

Many children have died from ex- 
posure, and the cases of madness are 
increasing. 

A train from this city succeeded fn 
reaching the outskirts of Messina this 
morning. 

It has been learned that Deputy 
Fulci, who survived the disaster, has 
died of his injuries. 

WORK BY SEARCHLIGHT. 

Last night the warships in Messina 
harbor threw their searchlights on the 
ruins to enable the rescuers on shore 
to continue their work. The work of 
succor is going on feverishly, but the 
forces are still inadequate. The stench 
from decomposing bodies is becoming 
overpowering. 

The streets are so encumbered with 
wreckage that the movements of the 
rescuers are very slow, and the area 
to be gone over is #0 vast that much 
time must elapse before all the cre-

holes, cellars and heaps of 
ruins can be examined. 

The city has been divided into zones, 
and the work of rescue in each dis- 
trict is in charge of army officers. The 
soldiers continue to distribute bread 
and water to the survivors. 

FEW CHILDREN ALIVE. 

Very few children have been found 
alive at Messina, while at Reggio, 
large numbers of children have been 
taken alive from the ruins. Eight hun- 
dred dead soldiers are under the wreck- 
age of the Messina barracks. The 
corpses being recovered throughout 
the city are mutilated beyond recog- 
nition. 

Another town, Catroreale, has been 
added to the list of devastated locali- 
ties. Not a house escaped. The streets 
are filled with despairing survivors 
seekin friends and relatives, and 
elamering for food and water. This 
place had a population of about 4000. 

American and British tourists who 
were at Taormina at the time of the 
earthquake have formed an organiza- 
tion for the succor of the injured. The 
headquarters of the organization are 
at Giardina, thirty miles south of Mes- 
gina on the road to Catania. The com-

PITIFUL DRAMA. 


REFUGEES DIE THE 
HUNDREDS EXODUS. 


ONTE LEONE, Jan. 1.—The ex- 

periences of a band of refugees 

from Messina and Reggio, who 
made their way on foot into Palml, is 
distressing beyond words. 

The Messina refugees succeeded in 
getting away from the Skilian coast in 
sail boats. After a frightful expert- 
ence in crossing the strait, they landed 
upon the Calabrian coast. Here they 
were met by haggard refugees from 
Reggie and the various groups of un- 
fortunates joined forces. Together 
they painfully climbed the hills. 

At ace point they all turned to 
give a last k at the burning cities. 
They stood on the mountainside, 
plunged in darkness. A young priest, 
who had escaped from Reggio, ad- 
vyanced toward the group, some 2000 
persons in all, and blessed them. 

Then, turning in the direction of Reg- 
gio, he called down the blessing of God 
upon the desolate city. 

“Peace to the dying,” he said. “Peace 
to the dead.” 

Men, women and children knelt on 
the ground and raising their hands to 
heaven prayed for the deliverance of

It would be useless to revert to 
the story of the destruction of the 
towns; they are exceeded by the hor- 
ror of the present. :

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.} One of the first steam- 
ers to go through the Panama Canal 
wil) be a big Hamburg-American liner, 
carrying immigrants direct from Eu- 
rope to Los Angeles and San Fran- 
cisco, according to private advices 
from Washington, D. C. Agents of the 
great German steamship company are 
said to have been in consultation with 
officers of the Department of Immi- 
gration concerning the facilities af 
this port for accommodating a big in- 
flux of immigrants. 

It is said that the company contem- 
plates establishing a regular steamer 
service between Europe and San Fran- 
cisco via the Isthmus of Panama. At 
first steamers will be cleared probably 
only once a month, but as the ptaron- 
age improves, and it is confidently 
belleved that it will be characterized 
by a prodigious development, steamers 
will be run frequently.

INSPECTORS AND DRAUGHTSMEN. 

There has been much complaint to 
the Board of Public Works that the 
street improvements are heavily laden 
with Vrooman Act inspectors. Not all 
of them are unnecessary, but their em- 
ployment is under a_ different basis 
from the other city employés and they 
are exempt from Civil Service regula- 
tion.

The automobiles and bicycles that 
were following the race filled in the 
gaps between the runners, and the 
athletes were forced to inhale gasoline 
fumes, and dodge vehicles as they 
shot by. These unpleasant features of 
the race caused the runners consid- 
erable inconvenience, and ‘it was fre- 
quently necessary for the trainers to 
implore thie automobilists the 
myriad of bicycles to give the men 
room to breath and run. 

Schrag was still In the lead at the 
eleven-mile mark. This point was 
reached ih. 4m. 2s. after the start. 
The gaps between the first six men 
were becoming smaller and the dis- 
tances separating the runners in the 
rear were growing larger. It seemed 
as though either Schrag, Stanley, 
Isaacs or White would win the race. 

At the twelve-mile mark Isaacs be- 
gan to run faster, and Stanley in- 
creased his gait, overtaking and pass- 
Ing Schrag, who seemed unable to in- 
crease his pace.

FOREWORD. 
We are back in the New Testament 


of Christianity the thirty or 


This history was written by a cul- 
tured man, who gives us, not a series 
of disconnected incidents, but an ar- 
tistic piece of historical writing. it 
is styled the Acts or doings of the 
aposties, but it gathers mainly around 
the great work of two men, Peter and 
Paul. The story~first tells us of the 
expansion of Christianity among the 
Jews from Jerusalem as a center, with 
Peter as the chief worker and leader; 
next it deals with its expansion among 
the Gentiles, from Antioch as a cen- 
ter, with Paul as the leader. The 
writer is the man who wrote the gos- 
pel of Luke, and he is a Greek and a 
| physician. In the opening chapter we 
see the assets of thig new religion 
with which it started out to conquer 
the world. 


THE LESSON. 


“He Gives a Parting Promise." (Verses 1-4. 
“The former treatise I made, 
Theophilus, concerning all that Jesus 
began both to do and to teach until 
the day in which he was received up, 
after that he had given command- 
ments through the Holy Ghost until 
the aposties whom He had chosen; to 
whom he showed Himself alive after 
His passion by many proces appear- 
ing to them by the of forty 
days and speaking the ngs concerno- 
ing the kingdom of od. And being 
assembled together with them he 
charged them not to depart from Jeru- 
salem, but to wait for the promise of 


the Father, which, said He, ye have 
heard of Me; for John truly 
baptized with water, but ye shall 


be baptized with the Holy Ghost not 
many days hence. They, therefore, 
when they were come together, asked 
of Him, saying, Lord, wilt Thou at 
this time restore the kingdom of Is- 
rael. And He said unto them. It 
is not for you to know times or rea- 
sons which the Father hath set with- 
in His own authority, but ye shall re- 
ceive power when the Holy Ghost is 
come upon you, and yet shall be wit- 
nesses both in Jerusalem and in Judea 
and Samaria and unto the uttermost 
part of the earth.” 

(1.) The writer of this discloses his 
identity. He addresses it to some 
friend who is a high official, for such 
is the meaning of the phrase “most 
excellent,” just as he addresses his 
gospel, and he claims that this will 
take up the story where that leaves off, 
which means that Luke ts its author. 

(2.) He discloses his purpose—to 
show that Jesus, from the time of His 
birth and on through the century, was 
continuing to work. He is the one 
worker, through ail the changing years 
and the changing agents. Peter and 


The agents are many; the worker is 
one. The mighty deeds are His deeds. 
He has only removed Himself to a 
convenient distance, whence He can 
work through them impartially and 
utilize them more fully. The Holy 
Spirit will take His place with them 
and be equally everywhere. When the 
Spirit is fully manifested they will 
have power to do His work. He can- 
not let the Spirit come in that fashion 
till He leaves, because it confuses 
them. He cannot leave until He has 
given them a promise of the Spirit that 
would sustain them in all the trial of 
waiting. He cannot trust them even 
with that promise till He has spent 
some time in teaching them after His 
resurrection. In order to get them 
ready He remained on earth forty days 
after His resurrection and appeared to 
them in various ways. That estab- 
lished His identity with H former 
self; proved His resurrecti accus- 
tomed them to the spiritual nature of 
His resurrection body; prepared them 
to trust whatever He would promise, 
when He left. He was Himself per- 
fectly endowed with the Spirit and 
spoke through the power of the Spirit, 
with power to convince and comfort 
them. Those forty days of training 
served the double purpose of proving 
to them His resurrection and preparing 
them to look forward to further power 
and further work. 

(3.) He gives our Savior’s prom- 
ise and instruction in detail He 
tells them that they are to receive 
something more; that it will be in ful- 
fillment of a promise made before and 
reiterated: that they must wait and 
receive the fulfillment in Jerusalem. 
That promise was the Holg Spirit to 
take His place and do what Jesus told 
them in/His last talk (John 14-16) be- 
fore His ‘death what the Spirit would 
do—comfort, teach, guide. The Spirit 
would come to them as the permanent 
element in which they would be bap- 
tized, and He would unite them to 
Christ in a vital union. That event 
was in the future, in order that they 
might have something to look forward 
to, but in the near future, so that 
their patience would not be overtaxed. 

(4) He shows how the disciples 
still held wrong and unworthy views 
of their Messiah and how Jesus cor- 
rected them. They had first hoped He 
was to be a great temporal ruler, 
who would give to the nation the king- 
ship of the world, but that hope died 
when He died. After His resurrection 
it revived and now shows itself = 
the question as to when He would 
Israel In power again, and if ‘the t Z 
had net come. How stubborn was 
their misconception! He does not tell 
them, In fact tells them that God ap- 
points all those matters in the exer- 
cise of His own will But He tells 
them something better—knowledge, 
power from the Spirit that they will 
d@o something better than rule the 
world—bear witness to Him all over 
the world. This would make them feel 
their helplessness and at the same 
time their responsibility. It would 
give them the spirit of conquerors, but

Wheth- 
er they were praying for the coming 
of the Spirit we may not know, but 
they were praying to their ascended 
Lord keeping in communion with 
heaven. From this time on they are 
under sway of His last words—wait- 
ing in intense expectation till the 
power comes, witnessing with joyous 
enthusiasm after power comes.

Clever Police Capture Lands Bad 
Half-Dozen Criminals Behind the 
Bars and Restores Several Hundred 
Dollars’ Worth of Valuable Animals 
and Equipment to Owners.

Representatives of the Sheriffs’ of- 
fices of Los Angeles and Santa Bar- 
bara counties arrived in San Diego yes- 
terday to get the gang, which was ar- 
rested by the San Diego police. Eight 
valuable horses have been recovered. 
Two of the horses were stolen near 
Santa Barbara and six from the ranch 
of J. L. Vignes near Long Beach, Sev- 
eral of the horses are valued at $300 
and others at from $100 to $250. 


WELL ORGANIZED. 


All the men under arrest are Mex- 
icans, and it is asserted they are known 
to be a well-organized band. When 
arrested, three of the thieves were sur- 
prised by a posse of police. They were 
taken in Chollag Valley, where they 
were camped w the horses. They 
had attempted- take the animals 
across the line into Mexico, but were 
prevented by the Mexican custom of- 
ficials. 


The men arrested are M. Marcos, 
José Marinez, Anastacio Jaurez, José 
Queseda, Juan Fernandez and Frank 
Mendez. 

The gang began‘ ite work in the 
Santa Maria Valley three weeks ago, 
and ‘is supposed to have stolen thirty 
horses at an average value of .$300. 
Taking two fine animals in Santa Maria 
they crossed into Ventura county, 
where more were taken. Many of 
those were sold. 

Bringing some of their “catch” into 
Los Angeles county, they stopped at 
the Los Cerritas ranch of J. Le Vignes, 
near Long Beach, last Sunday morn- 
ing, and took three mares, fof one of 
which Vignes offered $100 reward. 

Their next stop was at Fullerton, 
where they atole three horses, 

When they approached San Diero 
they were arrested on suspicion of be- 
ing thieves. The Santa Barbara and 
Orange county officials were notified, 
and word was sent to the Sheriff's of- 
fice here. Deputy Sheriff Wright went 
to San Diego yesterday and telephoned 
he had identified the Santa Barbara 
county horses, and that those of Vignes 
and the Fullerton rancher were alsv 
among those still in possession of the 
thieves. 

The three to be brought to Los An- 
les are to be prosecuted for the 
Vignes theft. Another case against 
them might be the theft of two horses 
at San Fernando which ts supposed to 
be their work. 

A fine horse and buggy. belonging to 
Frank Thomas, were stolen jast night 
from his place on Fourth street, Santa 
Ana, say the police. The horse, a bay. 
is a half brother of the owner’s race- 
horse. Officers believe the gang of 
horse thieves, now in the San Diego 
jail, have been operating here. This is 
the ninth horse reported to the Sheriff 
of Orange county as stolen in the last 


week. 
VALUABLE LOOT. 
The loot recovered by the officers was 


that the gang had carried on opera- 
tione for a long time past. The full 
list is eight horses, two buggies, and 
a large amount of harness, saddles and 
equipment. 

Four of the thieves are Mexicans or 
half-breeds. Officers from Fullerton 
have already identified two of the men 
as members of the robber band, al- 
though none of the men gave the names 
that they have been known under in 
the north. One of them is believed to 
have been of the party that broke from 
San Quentin in the famous prison de- 
livery about eight years ago.

‘CALLS IT INDECENT. 


President of Ocean Park Board of 
Trustees Tells Why He Stopped 
Ball at Venice. 


VENICE, Jan. 1.—In upholding his 
action in stopping the “Brownies’ ball” 
-given by “the Duchess,” early this 
smorning, President H. B. Eakens of 
the Board of Trustees of Ocean Park 
said today: 

“It was the most disgraceful and in- 
decent spectacle I beheld—and 
when you consider that I have spent 
many years in the Black Hills and 
wide-open mining camps, you are priv- 
fleged to draw your own conclusions. 
I had no idea what it was going to be, 
but presumed it would be a masquer- 
ade bali of the usual sort. I consider 
it a fortunate thing for the beach that 
1 arrived in time to prevent the grand 
march. To have carried out the very 
‘Suggestive programme would have 
been an outrage to the decency of ev- 
ery man and woman in Ocean Park. 
I went there with a party of friends. 
In fact,. they went at my invitation: 
But as soon as I saw what was going 
on I at once stopped the proceedings, 
and in so doing believe I saved the 
good name of the beach, It was abso- 
lutely the rottenest affair I ever saw. 
lam giad I was there in time to stop 
it, although my action may be criti- 
cised. If I made a mistake it was in 
the interest of morality and decency. 

I have nothing to regret and am ready 
for whatever of condemnation my ac- 
tion deserves. Furthermore, I shall 
sift this disgraceful thing to the bot- 
tom, in an effort to place the blame 
where it belongs.”

KIDNAPED HERE AND MADE PRiS.- 
ONER IN KENTUCKY.

Claimant Says He Is Nephew of 
Woman Who Left Large Estate 
and Believes He Was Made Away 
With—Lawyers Say Hs Is on the 
Wrong Side «f Family Tree. 


An heir to the estate of Mrs. Ma- 
thilde Walden, who died here last July 
leaving an estate valued at $200,000, 
without known heirs, has appeared in 
Cincinnati, according to an exclusive 
dispatch to The Times last night. This 
claimant is James E. Walden, 28 years 
old, who declares he is a nephew of 
the dead woman, and the sole heir 
to her estate. 
According to Walden’s story, he was 
kidnaped at Tropico four years ago. He 
thinks persons interested in depriving 
him of his share of the estate commit- 
ted the kidnaping. He says three men 
knocked him down, in the outskirts of 
Tropico, and bound dnd gagged him. 
Throwing him into a buggy they drove 
twenty-five miles to a railroad station, 
where they forced him to accompany 
them, under threat of death, to the 
mountains of Southern Kentucky, 
where he has been held virtually a 
prisoner ever since. During all this 
time his prison was a log cabin, and 
only recently he escaped and found 
his way to Cincinnati. 
So far as can be learned here, Wal- 
den is not known as a nephew of Mrs. 
Walden. Even if he were there is se- 
rious doubt as to whether he would 
have even color of legal claim to Ler 
estate, because it comprises only that 
portion of the estate of John Wilson, 
her brother, that came to Mrs. Walden 
after the death of her husband. The 
nephew is believed to be the son of 
Mrs. Walden'’s brother-in-law. 
Walden’s theory that he was ab- 
ducted by persons interested in depriv- 
ing him of his inheritance does not 
harmonize with the present status of 
the estate, for there has been no claim- 
ant for it except some remote cousins 
in the County Cavan, Ireland, Mrs. 
Walden's birthplace, whose rights have 
yet to be established. The British Vice- 
Consul in Los Angeles. C. White Mor- 
timer, has protected their rights by en- 
tering appearance for them, but data 
concerning their relationship has not 
been received. These cousins are sup- 
to be children of brothers. of 
re. Walden. 

When Mrs. Walden'’s eatate was 
taken charge of by the Public Admin- 
istrator the question was raised as to 
whether the relatives of her dead hus- 
band were heirs, and attorneys held 
they were not. Unless a valid heir is 
found the estate will escheat to the 
school fund of California.

For the first time during the five 
years that the Indians have occupied 
the Pala ranch in San Diego county, 
they have conducted their annual 
Christmas dances without the use of 
liquor.
